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FOREWORD 


This annual publication provides a summary of expenditures for 
which the Ministry of Community and Social Services pays 
Subsidies to local governments and other organizations, or pays 
allowances to individuals and families. 


The first issue of this publication was for the fiscal year 
ending March 31, 1970 and appeared under the title "Expenditures 
by Counties". The title has since been changed, with the term 
‘municipality’ replacing the term 'county', to reflect the 
contents. 


Outside the existing district and regional governments, the 
county welfare units and district administration boards, are 
fifteen cities with populations over 20,000. Expenditures for 
these cities are given separately from the counties and 
districts in which they are situated. The fifteen cities are as 
follows:

NOTES ON TABLES 


It should be noted that, following the Federal-Provincial Fiscal 
Arrangements and Established Programs Financing Act, federal 
cost-sharing terminated as of April 1977. Hence, all tables 
providing cost-sharing analyses restrict them to the municipal 
and other sources columns, on the one hand, and federal- 
provincial on the other.

This table shows provincial transfer payments for the programs 
of the Ministry of Community and Social Services. These 
payments were to individuals and families, local governments and 
other organizations as published in the Public Accounts of 
Ontario. 


The columns indicate the programs for which geographic 
breakdowns are available in the subsequent tables. 


The items related to Family Benefits were pro-rated according to 
the actual distribution of the allowances during the month of 
March. 


Vocational rehabilitation allowances and services were pro- 
rated on the basis of population. 


Table 2 


Only expenditures for social assistance are shown in this 
table. For other social services, including Work Activity 
Projects, see Table 4. Previously, Work Activity Projects were 
included under General Welfare Assistance. 


Municipal Units. The Ministry has four administrative 

regions. The major municipal units have been grouped by area to 
include: district and regional municipalities; county welfare 
units; and district administration boards. Besides these units, 
there are fifteen cities with populations over 20,000. These 
cities are listed immediately following the counties and 
districts in which they are situated. The expenditures for the 
fifteen corresponding counties and districts, therefore, do not 
include the expenditures for these cities. 


The population figures provided are according to the assessment 
published in the Municipal Directory for 1982, but have been 
adjusted to include unorganized territories and Indian bands.
